by. the Mouth of his Emiſſaries. Theſe were their Accu- 

ſations,uiz.That His Majeſty had violated the Laws of the 
Lana:That he had ſet up a ſuppoſutitious Heir to the Crown 
That being a Guarantee of the Peace of Nimeguen , He 
had not performed the Articles of that Guaranty ; and 
at laſt, that td: was entered into a ſecret League with 
France. againſt the Houſe of Auſtria, and the Dutch.

I ſhall. obſerve but two things in theſe Para- 
graphs; for I intend to examine, .in order, the four 
Heads of Accufſation therein mentioned ; Firſt, It- 
is abſolutely falſe, That the Confederate Princes 
ſent away King James's Miniſters before. he was- 
aQually out of Ezg/and; as it is. here infinuared.

detain him here againſt his Will : If the Prince of 
Qrange had deligned to make him a Priſoner, he 
would have put him into the Tower, or ſent him 
to Breads, or elſewhere, as he was adviſed,

Theſe are the chief Accuſations that the Prince of O- 
range aid publiſh againſt His Britanick Majeſty; this has 
raiſed His own Subjeits, and all the Confederate Princes 
againſt Him, and this has brought His Affairs into the 
poſture they now ſtand in: Tet theſe are ſo notorious 
Slanders,that I don't believe His own Enemies would give 
any Credit to them. 

For firſt, the Accuſation grounded upon the pretended 
Violation of the Laws, ts fo viſibly falſe , that its fat- 
ſity is demonſtrated by the bare expoſing the matter of 
Fatt. There is no Body in the World, though never 
ſo little acquainted with the Laws of England, and 
the unqueſtionable. Rights of the Crown, but knows, That 
the Kjnes of England are accountable for what they do, to 
none but God only. This ts one of the Fundamental Laws 
of that Monarchy, which was acknowledged and declared 
ſuch by the Parliaments. Beſides, *tis falſe, That His 
Majeffy had done any thing but what was according to 
the Laws of the Kingdom. All thoſe who underſtand 
the Conſtitution of the Government of England, know, 
that in doubtful Caſes concerning th: Law, wt belongs to 
the Twelve Judges of the Kingdom to decide and de- 
clare what is according to Law, and what ts wot ; and 
that all the Subjefts are bound to ſubmit to their Deciſion, 
and to receive as Lav whatſoever theſe Tudges have de» 
elared to be ſo. All England knows, that his Majeſty 
did undertake nothing that had any relation to the Law, 
but before he did fo, he conſulted the Judges, and had th:ir 
Approbation, 'Tis well known alſo, that whatſocver 
theſe Judges did declare to be according to the Law, 
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was really ſo. for they wete liable t6 Puniſhwent if the 

had prevaricated: And ſin of them having been Impriſoj 
in the beginning of the Revolution, being charged with 
Prevarication, the. Prince , of Orange being informet; 
that. they had judged but accordite 1 the Laws, and ht 
wing compaſſed already his Deffen, which was to" ſtain

all our Liberties are contrary co Law, as extorted by 
Force. ./Thatthe King may diſpoſe of us and our E- 
ſtates,as he thinks fit ; andin ſhore,overturn the whole 
Enghſb Conſtitution, and all. the Laws; even'in their 
ſence,according to Law, 'Tis ridiculous to alledge here 
donbtful Caſes; for che Laws King James diſpenſed 
with, are, I think, ſome of the plaineft of our Laws. 
The overtorning of our whole Conſtitution was 
then nearer than one would think ;- which will ap- 


pear by confidering,that the Judges holding then their 


Places, darente bene pleeito.;, and not quamdies ſebext 
geſſerint, as divers anciently-were ; the moſt Learned, 
Honeſt, and Conſcientious , were turned ont for re- 
fuſing to declare that to be Law which was meerly 
Arbitrary ; and thoſe who were put in their Places 


or remained, amongſt whom were Three declared 


Papiſts, contrary to Law, were mery of no Repurati- 


'on, either for Knowledge or Integrity , having had 


no other Merit to recommend them to that high 


Starion, than a ſervile compliance to the legal Pra» 


Qices of the Court. No wonder then if their Decili- 


'ons were ſo machagainſt the Proteſtant Religion, and 


the Liberties of the People. | 

"Tis in vain to ſay, That the danger of being Pro- 
ſecuted for Prevarication, was ſufficieat to deter 
them from advifing the King contrary to Law ; for 
thoſe Judges'who declared for the diſpenſing Power, 
were in hopes that King James would continue on the 
Throne ; and inſteadof fearing any Proſecution, they 
expeQed great Reward from him, according to the 
Bargain they had made, when they promiſed to ex- 
plain the Laws as he ſhould thiok fit : And they had 
very good reaſon to believe ſo from the great en- 
deavours King James made, by Cloſeting the chief of 
the Nobility and Gentry, and by tampering —_ 
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the Late Kiny James anſwered. 
and overs wing the Gentry, and all inferior Magis 
frares with the Loſs of theirOffices and Imployments, 
to chufe ſuch Members for the enſuing Parliament, 
as ſhould confirm his Difpenſing- Power}, and make 
no inquiry into his other Hlegal Pradtices. I could 
mention alſo what was publickly ralk*d of, and ar- 
gued for by his Party, of filling the Houſe of Lords 
with Peers pro tempore, choſen out of ſuch of rhe Gen» 
try as he was ſure would comply with his Defigos, 
to over /baltance the number of the Lords Spiritusl 
and Temporal who oppoled rhem. 

Their Impunity after this Revolution, is no argu- 
ment of their Innocence, but only of the great, nor 
ro fay roo great, Clemency of the Gavernmeant, whote 
Incereſt, as it is obſerved here, it was to puniſh all 
thoſe notorious Offenders, according to their deme- 
rits. 'This is a very weak” Argument: ta ſupport their 
Cauſe ; and the conſequence whereof may prove fatal 
to fome of the tate King's Friends. Plt add bur one 
thing more, That the Parliament being ithmediace- 
ly after the Revolution taken up with more weighty 
Aﬀairs , had not then leiſure ro inquire tnto- the 
Condutt of thoſe Offenders, and bring them ro Con- 
dign Puniſhment ; yet they were ſo far from appro- 
ving their Hlegal Proceedings, that they: are not par: 
doned at-this day, and ftand' excepted'by Name it 
the AQ of Indemaitythaer- paſt 'in che 'mft Year of 
Their Majefties Retgn. 'F hope thisis enough to ſhew 
the Weakneſs of King James's Apology.

Statute 
of Weſtminſtty 2. 13 Ed. 1. 2. Inftit, p. 408; in 
theſe words, Matters of great Difficulty were in ax» 
cieat' times uſually: adjourned into Parliaments, to be 
reſolved and decided'there ; which he confirms by a 
Ciration of Bra02 , ' which being long, I refer the 
Reader to the Author himſelf. He alſo cites divers 
other Authorities in-the Margin, both Records and 
Law-Books, tothe ſame/purpole. 1 - ” 

From: hence we'may» conclude, 'That-it lies at the 
King's Doot , if-no Parliament -was call'd to reſolve 
thoſe Difficulties, who are the beſt Interpreters of

The ſecond Aflertion is no leſs falſe ; the Prince 
of Orange did never promiſe that the Trath of his 
Accufation ſhould be examined in Parliament; he 
only dedared that he had cauſe to Tuſpe the Legi- 
timacy of the Child, and would refer the enquiry 
into it to the Parliament. But why ( (ay they ) 
has not the Parliament made that Enquiry? But I 
anſwer, Why has King James refuſed to own the 
* Parliament for the Judges of that Controverſie, and 
ſent the Child away , with the Midwife, and other 
Witneſſes, that could prove the reality of his Birth 2 
Either it was for fear of che diſcovery of the Cheat, 
though.we are told that his Birth was aſſerted by 
many Eye-witneſſes, and Aythentick Proofs ; or 
elie for fear of violating a Fundamental Law, and 
be accountable to bus People. King James having 
thus declined to refer it 'to any Judges, and after- 
wards Abdicated the Throne, 1t matters not a Pin, 
to: the King or Parlament, to inquire into. the Le- 
giitmacy of the Birth, and whether or no the Ti- 
tular Prince of Wales at St. Germans, is the ſame that 
was ſuppoſed to be born at St, James's. The Go-

It can't never be made appear , That hu Majeſ/t 
was Guarrantee of the Peace of Nimeguen, wor the 
late King his Brother neither, in whoſe Reign that 
Peace was concluded. 'Tis true, that in a rouge 
Treaty made between the King and the Dutch in Ju- 
ly 1678. before the Peace of Nimeguen, he did pro- 
miſe that in caſe the moſt Chriſtian King was not wil- 
ling to make Peace with them upon reaſonable terms, 
that he would declare War againſt France to force 
ber to it ; and that in caſe they did make a General 
Peace, he did offer himſelf, with the Princes hi

neither make appear that he went againſt it, or that he 
was. deſired by the Confederate Princes to ſtand to

Here is a great many words ſpent to no pur- 
poſe. . The Prince of Orange, againlt whom this 
Manifeſto 18 deſigned, did nor charge King Fames in 
his Declaration of any Breach of the Treaty con- 
cluded with the Datch,, nor of refuſing to per- 
form the Guarrantte of the Treaty of Nimeguen, 
but only oft the Violations of-the Laws of Exg/and, 
which he had ſworn to maintain.

The occaſion of this Treaty with the Dutch was, 
becauſe the French:refuſed to reſtore to the Spani- 
ards the: Places agreed by the Freaty, :till- the 
Swedes had: received: Satizhadtion from rhe ' Danes, 
&c, whereas the Dutch and" Spaniards underſtood 
that. the French ſhould evacuate theſe Places upon 
the Ratifications of the Peace they had agreed 
with. France. King Charles found this Pretence 'of 
the French: very unjuſt ;- and: the Duke of '7v##, 
lays. Sir William. Temple, laid in» & great warmth, 
\ That-it: was: plain by. rhis proceeding, that Fraxce
